WASHINGTON, June3.—In the senate, | 


Mr. Vest having charge of the river and 
harbor bill in Seaator I'rye's absence, 
sought to have the president's veto taken 
up. Pettigrew, in charge of the Indian 
appropriation conference report, opposed 
Vest. Vest u rged that the suspension and 
possible destruction of the wort of inter- 
national water ways and improvement 
was more important then any other sub- 
ject save the national honor. It was im- 
perative that the question be settled now, 
he said. By u vote of 38 to 10 the bill and 
veto message were taken up and the mes- 
sage was read. 


Mr. Vest said the veto contained state- 


ments which, however much he migh't 
rtspsct the odice ofpresident should not go 
unchallenged. The senator did not ques- 
tion the president's veto prerogative, but 
the framers of the constitution never in- 
tended the power to be exercises in the 
ordinary affairs of government. 
It was 


to be used to meet extraordinary emer- 
gencies, when popular passion had result- 
ed in hasty legislation or for some con- 
stitutional question involved. 


Senator Vest then took up the various 


statements in the message, showing the 
totals to be much less than the president 
estimates. Vest said he had addressed a 
letter to Gen. Craighill,chief of engineers, 
asking for facts regarding the president's 
statement that he had official information 
of the bill's containing appropriations in- 
tended to serve private interests. Craig- 
hill made no reply, but answered a tele- 
graphed questioned saying the matter bad 
been referred to the secretary of war. 
"So," 
said 
Vest, the "administration 


doesn't think best to go into details on 
these charges." 


Mr. Sherman said he would vote to pass 


the bill over the 
veto, because the 


improvement of waterways was one of the 
most important branches ofthe national 
development. 
He expressed the opinion 


that the veto power could not be directed 
against appropriation bills. "This time 
let us curb this daily exercise of the veto 
power," said Mr. Sherman. 


Senator Smith of New Jersey said as a 


result of personal inquiry at the engineer 
department this bill contained, he knew, 
appropriations of $10,500,090 for projects 
which had not been approved by the gov- 
ernment engineers, and $1.500,000 for pro- 
jects the engineers had reported riot 
worthy.

Senator Vilas said the bill contained j 


important appropriations for his state, j 
but he could act bring himself to the con- | 
viction that this great burden should be | 
added to the distressed shoulders' of the | 
people. 


When the vote was at last taken tbe 


senate passed tho river and harbor bill 
over the president's veto 56 to 5, and the 
measure is new a law. 


SPRINGFIELD'S SENSATION. 


The Crime of Miss BeauregarcTs Death 


at Chandler's Hotel Being Brought 


to light.

ination by tho police court June 10. Albert 
St. (Jermain, employed in a barber shop 
of this city was also arraigned on the 
charge of being accessory before the fact. 
He pleaded not guilty and was held ia 
53000 bonds for appearance at the time of 
St. John's trial. 
St. John and St. Ger- 


main were arrested by Inspector Boy(e 
last night tho jpolice having received ih 
clew that they were in some way impli- 
cated in Miss Beauregard'3 death. 


The attitude of St. Germain when ques 


tioned by the inspector in regard to the 
disappearance of Eugene Bernatchez, 
wbo took Miss Beauregard to the hotel to 
have the criminal operation performed, 
convinced the police that St. Germain 
was not telling the truth, and being 
pressed he broke down completely and 
made a confession implicating St. John. 


Bernatchc.-! is still at large. All cities 


have been notified, and the local author- 
ities have strong hopes of capturing him.

of Wales won the famous English Derby 
today, all unexpectedly, with his horse 
Persimmon. It is a popular victory for 
the prince, and. the royal jockey is highly 
elated over the event. 


Derby day drew the usual crowd to the 


famous track. There was the customary 
procession by the road and the gathering 
of non-descript vehicles so frequently 
described. 


The weather was hot and oppressive, 


although several showers came this fore- 
noon. At 1.30 o'clock the rain had not 
affected the course and this wa.3 pro- 
nounced the hardest track on record. 


In the opinion of old race-goers there 


was never so little betting on the Derby 
as this year. The betting early this after- 
noon was 13 to S on St. Frusquin, 9 to 2 
against : Persimmon, and 9 to 1 against 
Tuefel. 
Eleven 
horses 
came 
to 


the post for the Derby stakes, GOOD people 
saw the horses get away at 3.23 o'clock. 
The Prince of Wales' Persimmon won, St. 
Frusquin second and Earwig third. 


The victory of Persimmon caused a 


scene of almost unparalleled enthusiasm 
about the race course. 
The Prince of 


Wales evidently was greatly pleased, as 
he led Persimmon to the weighing room 
amid the greatest excitement and hearty 
cheering. The Prince began racing in 
1877,but was never very successful till last 
year. 10S years have elapsed since any 
Prince of Wales has won a Derby, and so 
this victory for royalty is welcome to the 
prince and popular with the people.

THE. GRADE MING ESTABLISHED. 


Roller Will bs Shipped on Short Notice. 


Stone Will Soon be Brought and Work 


Will Begin. From Soldiers' Monu- 


ment to Normal School. 


The board of public works has pur- 


chased a Pitts steam road roller, manu- 
factured at Buffalo, J>~. Y., but it has not 
been shipped yet. 
It is all ready for 


shipment and can be had on short notice 
at any time. 


The board has been getting prices of 


broken stone from different parties and is 
now waiting to hear from Greenfield, 
where a very good quality of road stone 
is quarried. 
That is also the nearest 


point at w.hieh suitable stone can be ob- 
tained, aria if the price is satisfactory it 
will be best to buy it there, as the cost of 
freighting it will be less than from any of 
the other places, one ol which is Wai" 
tham. 


One reason why permanent road mak- 


ing has not been begun is that the board 
has been obliged to wait for surveys and 
the establishment of grades. 
It would 


have been poor policy to begin road 
building before the grades were estab- 
lished, but the city engineer has been so 
busy with the surface sewers that the 
street work has had to wait. He is DOW 
surveying and grading Church street, and 
it was necessary to call him from the sur- 
face sewer work in the swamp to do this. 


It has been decided to do the first ma- 


cadamizing on Church street, unless per- 
haps a little patching should be done in 
other places. The street will be macada- 
mized from the soldiers' monument south, 
probably as far as the normal school. As 
soon as the engineer finish es his part 01 
the work the stone and the roller will be 
ordered and the work of macadamizing 
willbeginas soon asthey arrive. Thestone 
will probably be bought this week'and ar- 
rangements will be made to havu ft ship- 
ped as wanted, so it can be hauled direct 
from the cars to where it is used, thus 
saving all extra handling. 


North Adams has long been looking 


forward to something of this kind, and 
the fact that permanent road building is 
so soon to begin will be good news to all. 


The New Directory. 


The North Adams directory for 1896 will

Poisoning From Creosote. 


Mueh lias been said of lato about tbe 


treatment of tuberculosis by injections of 
a compound containing creosote. In somo 
instances there lias been notable improve- 
ment, although as i> rule the cough re- 
mains. A putieufc was recently taken to 
the hospital to he treatedfoith this creosote 
preparation. Each day he received doses 
of 1 in 15 solution, beginning with 150 
grains on the first day and increasing tha 
dose ton grains each lima until 4J^ ounces 
had been reached. The patient at this 
time was seized with violent delirium and 
nervous agitation, alternating with semi- 
comatose conditions. He remained in 
this state for nearly 24-hours, when them 
was a change (or! lie better, and after three 
days left tho hospital, as is supposed, en- 
tirely cured. The only posslblo conclusion 
is that tho creosote poisons tho disease 
germs in tho body. This is an important 


, point for investigation and should bo care- 


fully noted, as it may lead to some unusu-

^lodel Train Now Being: Constructed t>7

Pittsburg, June 3.—The Westing-- 


house Electric company has practi- 
cally completed the equipment of a 
model train of cars to be used on the 
Manhattan Elevated railroad in New 
York. The Tet,ia polyphase system of 
alternating currents will be used for 
the first time in railroad traction work. 
It is expected the adoption of this sys- 
tem will revolutionize the construction 
and operation of electric traction lines. 
The Westinghouse people are prepared 
to make a strong.bid for that 88,000.000 
Manhattan contract. George Westing- 
house, jr., with the electrical experts at 
East Pittsburg, has been at work for 
some time to adapt the Tesla motors 
for use on traction roads. The pre- 
liminary tests so far made have proved 
the system a wonderful success for 
street work. Cars similar to those 
used by the Manhattan 
road 
aro 


equipped with the Tcsla alternating 
current motors, instead of the direct 
current motors, now exclusively used 
on all the traction roads of the coun- 
try. It is thought the train will be 
prepared for a rigorous test. When 
ready the Manhattan officials will b» 
invited to see the test.

Eastern States. 


Washington, Juno 3.—The weekly 


telegraphic crop reports ol the weather 
bureau for eastern states is as follows: 
New England—Crops all greatly bane- 
fited by abundant rain; much replant- 
ing necessary, due to drought and in- 
sect pests. Now York—Rains too late 
too save meadows; winter grains usu- 
ally short and thin; nights too cool for 
corn. New Jersey—Heavy rain greatly 
improved all crop prospects, but con- 
siderable damage done in peach dis- 
tricts by high winds. Pennsylvania— 
Crops much improved by sufficient rain; 
wheat, rye and hay mostly short; corn, 
oats, potatoes and vegetables doing 
well; bugs and worms troublesome. 
Maryland—Abundant rains have caused 
marked improvement of crops; wheat 
excellent in east, fair in west and 
southern portions and poor elsewhere; 
grass short; corn, oats and tobacco in 
good condition; peaches promising ia 
the cast.
